Claims 1 and 35 (re-numbered as 1-2) have been allowed.

Reason for Allowance 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The instant claims are drawn to the Magnesium salt of exclusively the {^-isomer of 

omeprazole. This exclusive salt of the stereoisomer (see RN 202742-30-1) is distinct from the 

prior art di-omeprazole magnesium salt (see RN 95382-33-5) disclosed in US 4,738,974 or US 

5,900,424 (see CA102 and 122). In view of the highly stable complex between magnesium and 

omeprazole, it is unobvious to obtain the single non-complexed salt of the instant claims being 

made from a single isolated isomer. Claims 1 and 35 as renumbered claims 1-2 are allowed.
